With the Ho u se o f Rep resen ta­ 
tiv es in v o k in g imp eachmen t p ro ­ 
ceed in gs again st Presid en t Nix o n , it 
n ev ertheless q u ietly —if n o t secret­ 
ly —refu ses to p u t its o wn ho u se in 
o rd er. 
Behin d the scen es, as the im­ 
p eachmen t p ro ceed in gs o p en ed , the 
Ho u se’s Demo cratic membership 
held a clo sed cau cu s. Rep . Tho mas 
P. O’Neill o f Massachu setts is the 
Ho u se Majo rity Lead er. He p assed 
the wo rd an d 206 Demo cratic mem­ 
bers atten d ed . 
The clo sed -d o o r cau cu s q u ietly 
v o ted 111 to 95 to k ill what wo u ld , 
an d co u ld , hav e been the mo st im­ 
p o rtan t an d sweep in g Ho u se re­ 
fo rm in the in terest o f better go v ern ­ 
men t in n early 30 y ears. 
Rep . Richard W. Bo llin g (D- 
Mo .)—a go o d citizen is the wo rd fo r 
him—is chairman o f a bip artisan 
co n gressio n al co mmittee that has 
lo n g wo rk ed selflessly to ward hav ­ 
in g the Ho u se p u t its o wn ho u se in 
o rd er. 
The bip artisan Bo llin g Co mmit­ 
tee’s great wo rk has go n e d o wn the 
d rain ; stabbed in the back by the 
v ery men who co n tro l the cu rren t 
imp eachmen t p ro ceed in gs. 
The Ho u se (as is the Sen ate) is 
really ru n by the co mmittees an d 
su bco mmittees. Each has its o wn 
staff o n the p u blic p ay ro ll, o ften in 
en o rmo u s abu n d an ce. The co mmit­ 
tees an d su bco mmittees d ecid e what 
they will an d will n o t allo w to co me 
befo re the Ho u se as a who le an d be 
v o ted u p o n . 
The p arty , Demo crat o r Rep u bli­ 
can , that co n tro ls the Ho u se (the 
same in the Sen ate) by ev en o n e v o te 
can o rgan ize the en tire bo d y an d 
gain the chairman ship o f ev ery 
co mmittee. There’s n o thin g p ro p o r­ 
tio n ate abo u t it—o r d emo cratic, ei­ 
ther. 
Washin gto n is a co mp an y to wn . 
The co mp an y is p o litics. That’s what 
the who le to wn is abo u t. “The o bject 
o f p o wer is p o wer,” wro te au tho r 
Geo rge Orwell, ‘‘It is n o t a mean s, it 
is an en d .” An d the mo st p o werfu l 
men in Co n gress are the chairmen o f 
the co mmittees an d su bco mmittees. 
There are in the Ho u se alo n e 21 
stan d in g co mmittees lik e the Ju d i­ 
ciary Co mmittee chairman n ed by 
Rep . Peter K. Ro d in o Jr. (D-N.J.). 
In ad d itio n , there are literally in n u ­ 
m erable su bco m m ittees. R ep re­ 
sen tativ e Bo llin g’s bip artisan gro u p 
is d etermin ed to abo lish n u mero u s 


co mmittees that d o little o r n o thin g 
an d o n ly ad d to the co n gressio n al 
co st an d red tap e, which is $1 millio n 
an in ch in Washin gto n . 
The bip artisan gro u p ’s p ro p o sal 
shifts ju risd ictio n to o ther ap p ro p ri­ 
ate co mmittees. It limits amy co n ­ 
gressm an ’s membership to o n e ma­ 
jo r co mmittee. It strik es at Co n ­ 
gre ss’s sen io rity sy stem which 
largely d etermin es the chairm an ­ 
ship o f each co mmittee an d su bco m­ 
mittee an d thu s d eliv ers p o wer. 


Bu t the Demo cratic clo sed -d o o r 
cau cu s d id n o t ev en allo w the bip ar­ 
tisan Bo llin g Co mmittee’s refo rm 
p ro p o sals to be v o ted o n in the 
Ho u se. The cau cu s ju st k illed it— 
d ead . 
Driv en to an ex p lan atio n , let me 
q u o te Majo rity Lead er O’Neill. Said 
Rep resen tativ e O’Neill. ‘‘The n ame 
o f the game is p o wer an d the bo y s 
d o n ’t wan t to giv e it u p .” 
The gimmick the cau cu s em ­ 
p lo y ed is a secret ballo t—a ‘‘v o ice 
v o te —so that n o v o te ap p ears o n 
an y reco rd . 


It’s the same gimmick co n gress­ 
men in v ariably emp lo y fo r their 
self-serv in g p ay bo o sts. 
Un til a few y ears after Wo rld 
War II co n gressmen were p aid $1 0,- 
000 a y ear with n o p en sio n an d few 
p erq u isites. The reco rd ? They v o ted 
themselv es $1 2,500 a y ear in the ’4 0s; 
$22,500 in the ’50s; $30,000 a y ear in 
the ’60s; a jo lly $4 2,500 a y ear n o w. 
They ’v e arran ged to leav e in flatio n 
n icely behin d . 
They tried an o ther p ay bo o st this 
y ear bu t, with 1974 an electio n y ear, 
it’s better p o litics to wait u n til 1 97 5. 
T hey ’v e also ‘‘v o ice v o ted ” 
themselv es a sweet, lu sh p en sio n 
sy stem an d ev en su ch d elightfu l ex ­ 
tras as a $5,000 an n u al statio n ery al­ 
lo wan ce. If an y member d o esn ’t 
sp en d it he can ju st p u t the d iffer­ 
en ce in his p o ck et. 
They ‘‘v o ice v o ted ” themselv es 
ju n k ets abro ad with their wiv es, fo r­ 
eign fu n d p riv ileges, telep ho n e al­ 
lo wan ces, mail fran k in g p riv ileges, 
three o ffices in each co n gressio n al 
d istrict an d , o f co u rse, all the staffs 
(in clu d in g relativ es) are o n the p u b­ 
lic p ay ro ll. 
The Ho u se’s imp eachmen t p ro ­ 
ceed in gs claim co n cern with better 
go v ern men t. Bu t the Demo cratic 
cau cu s su n k witho u t a trace the bi­ 
p artisan Bo llin g Co mmitte’s co u ­ 
rageo u s wo rk fo r better go v ern ­ 
men t. Fo r who se go o d ?

Bu t o n Ap ril 18 the Ad min istra­ 
tio n was fo rced to relax the embargo 
temp o rarily by issu in g ex p o rt li­ 
cen ses to the Argen tin ian su bsid ia­ 
ries o f three American car co mp a­ 
n ies. 
Argen tin a wished to ship n early 
4 2,000 cars an d lo rries fro m these 
Ameican su bsid iaries to Cu ba as 
p art o f a $1 .2 billio n trad e d eal. Six 
d ay s after the licen ses were gran ted 
the Argen tin ian su bsid iary o f Chry s­ 
ler sign ed a $24 millio n co n tract, 
Fo rd ’s su bsid iary fo llo wed su it an d 
Gen eral Mo to rs is ex p ected to jo in 
them sho rtly . 
The State Dep artmen t has called 
this an ex cep tio n an d has in sisted 
that there is n o chan ge in America’s 
hard lin e p o licy o n Cu ba, which o n e 
o fficial d escribed as “co o l p ro crasti­ 
n atio n .” 
The 
Ad min istratio n ’s 
d ecisio n 
o wed so methin g to the stro n g lo bby 
o f the car man u factu rers an d mo re 
to p ro mp tin g fro m Argen tin a, which 
n eed ed the fo reign cu rren cy fro m

At the recen t an n u al meetin g o f 
the O rgan izatio n o f A m erican 
States, Cu ba p ro v ed to be a still sen ­ 
sitiv e issu e. In 1 964 the OAS in stigat­ 
ed san ctio n s again st Cu ba, which 
last atten d ed an OAS meetin g in 1962 
in Uru gu ay ; its d elegate was Che 
Gu ev ara. 
Altho u gh a majo rity o f the 24 fo r­ 
eign min isters who met in Atlan ta 


seemed to fav o r a co n tin u atio n o f the 
p resen t p o licy , the Argen tin ian fo r­ 
eign min ister, Alberto Vign es, was 
n o t alo n e when he called their rela­ 
tio n ship to ward s Cu ba “an achro n is­ 
tic an d u n realistic.”

Mr. Nix o n is 
clearly in n o hu rry to ward s that en d 
an d n o w he has a breathin g sp ace 
u n til March. He d o es n o t wan t to an ­ 
tago n ize the co n erv ativ es in the Sen ­ 
ate. who are gen erally ho stile to Cu ­ 
ba, an d who se su p p o rt he will n eed if 
he is imp eached .

Fine sandp ap er used on an oid 
p ainted surface will m ake it 
m ore recep tive to a new coat of 
p aint. Glossy (either sem i-gloss 
or high gloss) surfaces alw ays 
require dulling b y sanding or 
the ap p lication of a liquid de^ 


glosser so the new p aint will ad­ 
here. Dust, grease and dirt 
m ust b e rem oved b efore re ­ 
p ainting.—POLLY.

The latest su rv ey by econo­ 
mists at McGraw-Hill, Inc., in­ 
dicates that indu stry intends to 
spend x 9 per cent more than a 
y ear ago on improv ements to

ask that Talone and Witzcak be 
held on bonds of $15 0.000 each. 
That require them to post at 
least $15 ,000 in cash each to 
keep out of jail pending trial. 
“This is one of the worst in­ 
cidents of harassment of a wit­ 
ness we have encountered,” 


prosecutors said. “ We believe 
the two men headed a gang of 
about a dozen obscenity kooks, 
including girls. Mrs. Guardi is 
afraid to talk to anyone and 
has had to use sedation.”

bristles at the mention his de­ 
fensive skills have eroded.

Pric es upward bound 


Philco-Ford which raised its prices 
twice since January during price control, 
is planning no further increases in the 
near future. Philco basically handles up­ 
right models, having shipped no chest 
models last year and finds their avail­ 
ability from Admiral, who supplies them 
with all their freezers, uncertain at this 
time. 


Am ana, which mak es its own line of 
freezers-seven chest models and seven 
uprights-expand ed production slightly 
hut has also been ha m pe re d b \ the 
scramble for materials and has its retail­ 
ers on allocation. An executive there 
think s it inevitable that prices will in­ 
crease further, in conjunction with rising 
material costs, paralleling the dem and 
for freezers that rises in concert with 
food costs. 


A strik e at its Evansville facility h a s 
further com pounded W hirlpool’s freezer 
production difficulties. But in spite of 
this, the com pany has m anaged to in­ 
crease production over last sum m er's 
output and is now perform ing at peak 
capacity. 


M ost c om pa ny spok esm en polled 
agreed that freezer prices will rise to off­ 
set higher material costs, but estimated 
percentages varied widely.

D E A R RE A D E R- I wish it 
did, but it doesn’t. The only peo­ 
ple who could possible benefit 
from lecithin are a few who 
have a dietary deficiency in 
polyunsaturated fats. You can 
solve that problem with a prop­ 
er diet that includes about a 
third of the fat in your diet as 
polyunsaturated fat as you get 
in corn oil, safflower oil or 
products made with these oils. 
Excess amounts of these oils 
won’t help either. 
There is a lot of untrue pro­ 
motional 
material 
in maga­ 
zines about lecithin. It is anoth­ 
er fat. The difference is that it 
contains some phosphate and is 
a phosopholipid. And, it is con­ 
nected to choline. Now that is 
all fairly complex so let me say 
that the lecithin particle is 
broken down by the digestive 
enzymes in the digestive tract 
into the choline, the fatty acids, 
and then absorbed. In other 
words, once it gets through the 
intestinal wall it is no longer 
lecithin. 
The lecithin in our blood­ 
stream is correlated with cho­ 
lesterol levels, and there is 
some evidence that if it is high 
you will have less tendency to 
fatty deposits in the arteries. 
H O W E V ER,an d it is a big how­ 
ever, the lecithin in the blood is 
manufactured by the liver. Its 
level is influenced by many fac­ 
tors, even the ratio of male and 
female hormones. 
If you needed choline in your 
diet then lecithin would be help­ 
ful. This substance helps pro­ 
tect the liver from fatty degen­ 
eration mat can occur in lasting 
and other problems. But, many 
common foods in a normal diet 


contain abundant amounts of 
choline, such as lean meats. If 
you needed choline you should 
be taking choline, not lecithin 
or more fat. 
I do think you probably could 
profit from taking some medi­ 
cine for your persistent high 
cholesterol levels, particularly 
if you have been on a proper di­ 
et and have controlled your 
weight. There is m edicine 
available specifically for low­ 
ering the cholesterol in people 
who can’t accomplish this with 
diet. But it is not lecithin and 
must be prescribed by a doctor. 
One such medicine, Questran 
(cholestyramine), is very new 
and works by binding the bile 
salts in the bowel. Since these 
come 
from 
cholesterol 
this 
helps to use up the cholesterol 
and lower the level. As more 
bile salts are formed and then 
lost, the cholesterol is gradual­ 
ly lowered. You might check 
with your doctor and see if you 
are a candidate for this new 
medicine.

Coca ine tra ffic increa sing in 
U.S. a t ex tremely ra pid ra te 


CHICAGO (A P )— Justice De­ 
partment officials say cocaine 
traffic in the United States is 
increasing at a very rapid rate, 
while heroin appears to be 
reaching a stabilization point 
The marijuana, amphetamine 
and 
synthetic 
hallucinogenic 
drug markets are also surging 
upwards because those drugs 
are easily obtainable, they said 
Thursday. 
The government assessment 
of where it stands in relation to 
the nation’s drug problem was 
made during a one-day “ news 
orientation and seminar’’ held 
in Chicago by the Justice De­ 
partment’s Drug Enforcement 
Administation (D EA ). 
The seminar was the first 
held in the Midwest, the D EA 
said, and its purpose was to up­ 
date the media “ on the goals, 
structure and mission’’ of the 
new agency created in July 
1973. 
All of the experts agreed that 


cocaine has become a serious 
problem. John T. Cusack, chief 
of D E A ’s International Oper­ 
ations, a narcotics agent since 
1947, said, “ Cocaine use has 
steadily increased since 1968.’’ 
He said one way to determine 
whether use of a drug has in­ 
creased is by the amount of the 
drug law enforcement agents 
confiscate in a year. 
Cusack said the amount of 
cocaine seized jumped from 156 
pounds in 1969 to 621 pounds in 
1972 to 981 last year. 
He estimated agents “ seize 
between five and 25 per-cent of 
what is smuggled into the coun­ 
try. 
Heroin, he said, seems to be 
levelling off. 
“ What success we’ve had ad­ 
dresses itself basically to the 
heroin problem,’’ he said. He 
attributed this success chiefly 
to the virtual destruction of the 
infamous “ French Connection’’ 
narcotics operation 
in 
Mar- 


seilles. 
Gusack said this destruction 
began in 1969, when the United 
States and other nations began 
to “ press the French govern­ 
ment to close these labs that 
were processing the heroin.’’ 
They were using opium from 
Turkey. 
Meanwhile the United States 
began “ to develop conspiracy 
cases, and extradite people.” 
“ We began to hit some of the 
financiers behind some of these 
things,” said Gusack, “ and the 
French government started to 
crack down.” 
“ In 1973 and 1974 there was 
not a single morphine-based 
seizure in France.” 
Je rry N Jensen, Illinois D EA 


regional director agreed that 
heroin production is generally 
down. 
“ Mexican heroin, brown hero­ 
in or ‘mud’ is trying to fill the 
gap" he said. 
Jensen, who is also respon­ 
sible for Indiana and Wiscon­ 
sin, said Chicago is the “ hub” 
of Mexican heroin in the M id­ 
west region — because of its gi­ 
ant airport, 
waterways and 
large Mexican population. 
He said there was also a sub­ 
stantial increase in the use of 
marijuana, cocaine, and syn­ 
thetic drugs because they are 
relatively “ inexpensive and the 
synthetics can easily be made 
with little skill in bathtub 
labs.”
